THE NEW ORLEANS CLAUSE. 

The consideration of the sundry civil bill 
was resumed. On reaching the New Orleans 
exposition item, some debate arose. The house 
provision was “for the purpose of aiding’ the 
exposition $300,000, he senate committee 
increased the amount to $400,000, but made it 
‘Sor final aid.”’ 

Mr. Sherman asked why it was increased. 

Mr. Harrison asked why $100,000 
more should be given. 

Mr. Allison said that practically, even trom 
this time forward, the exposition would be a 
losing business, or at least, not more than self- 
sustaining. There were 50 or 40 foreign gov- 
ernments represented at the exposition, and 
respectably represented. The exposition as 
au exposition, Mr. Allison believed to be a 
success. Congress was distinctly informed 
last year that it should asked 
for no more money than 
the million then appropriated. The practical 
situation, Mr.*Allison said,was that if $400,000 
were now given, the exposition could, he be- 
lieved, hold out till June; if only $500,000 it 
could not last longer tha*~the middle ot April 

1 May, but it was a quest. ~ for the senators 
to say whether any more . ~ey should be 
appropriated. Ifnothing Wer. ~iven at all 
the exposition could not last more than a week 
or two. Mr. Allison said astatement had been 
eubmitted by the managers showing the re- 
ceipts, apart from the gate money, of the sum 
of $1,620,968. Of that sum one million was 
contributed by the United States; $554,000 had 
been paid in by the state of Louisiana and in- 
dividual subseribers. The statement of the 
indebtedness had also been submitted, show- 
ng that the aggregate expenditure, up to 
February Ist, was $2,070,000. Prior to the 
opening of the exposition, the amount ex- 
pended was $4700,000. The present debt was 
$483,000. The dsily r.cupts was about 
$. 5,000. 

Mr. Blair said that less than two millions 
had been expended on this exposition, while 
seven millions had been expended on the 

cutenpial. We were helding the- southern 
people responsible for too great an achieve- 
ment if we expected that they could have 
done better than they had done. The charges 
of corruption should not be made against the 
management of the New Orleans exposition 
withoutany proof to sustain such charges. 
if this exposition were treated in a whole 
hearted way, with national feelingand in the 
spirit of brotherly regard, such as shoul pre 
vail between all sections ofthe country, Mr. 
Blair believed the exposition would last a 
year, and be a magnificent demonstration o! 
the recources of our country. 

No further action was taken as the 
recess had arrived. 

CONFERENCE PRESENTI 

After twenty minutes the doors were reopen- 
ed, and legislative business was proceeded 
with. Mr. Jones at once took the floor, but 
give way to permit the submission by Mr.

REPORT 


Mr. b submitted the conference report 
on the postofiice appropriation bill. He ex- 
piained that all the diflerences had been rec- 
enciled exc pt three, bamely, the provision 
relating to the compensation for the carriage 
i foreign mails; that relating tothe ten cent 
191 postage stainp, and the provision au- 
IZ) the postmaster general to pay rent 
toffices. On motion-of Mr. 
‘Jumb, thesenate insisted on its amendments, 
and ordered a new conterence. : 
Mr.Janes resumed thejfloor. He said it 
would seem that the senators who opposed 
the appropriation for the New Orleans exposi- 
tion regarded it as a matter exclusively con- 
cerning the people of that city and the state 
of Louisiana. It was true, he said, that the 
exposition was held in New Orleans, but it 
was held pursuant to an actof congress, the 
preamble of which recited the desirability of 
celebrating the one hundredth anniversary 
of the manutacture and production of cotton. 
The act provided that an @xposi- 
tion should be held in some 
city identified! with commerce 
in cotton, under the joint auspices of the Uni- 
ted States, the cotton planters aasociation of 
the city in which the exposition may be held. 
That bill had not been introduced by a 
senator or member of congress from Louisiana. 
The exposition was appointed to be held in 
New Orleans rather against the wish of a large 
portion of the commercial community of this 
city; who were ex peeted Lo 
eoutribute its success and 
who entertained honest * doubts as to New 
Grleans occupying the proper geographical 
position for such an exposition. It would 
have been better to have Atlanta, Nashville 
or Louisville. At either of these places it 
might have proved a greater financial! success, 
but it was iocated at New Orleans, Iis man- 
sgers were appointed by the president of the 
United States. Their expenditures were all 
properly and faitnfully vouched for. The 
director general was not a director but.an ex- 
ecutive officer. What he has done has been 
in obedience to orders and votes of the board 
of managers. Those manegers, and all actively 
interested in the management of the exposi- 
tion were among the very best business men 
of the south. ‘They had found unexampled 
difficulties in the execution of the duties they 
had undertaken. The weather had been 
worre than it had ever been in the memory of 
the oldest inhabitant. Railroad difficulties 
end other difficulties had been met. The 
very generosity of the world’s response, the 
growth of the enterprise into such grand pro- 
portions, eo far beyond the conception of its 
projectors, involved difficulties. he people 
who originated the enterprise were poor. 
The south iteelf is poor. They had en- 
tered on the work the best faith, and 
versevered in that faith. It 
ad been impossible to foresee 
the difficulties that were encountered. \\ hile 
he (Jonas) had never thought that it would do 
more than pay current expenses, he had be- 
lieved, and still believed, it would pay the 
United States a thousand fold in grand results. 
Its daily receipts were now, he said, $50,000 
a dav, while the expenses were only $25,000. 
However there had never been an exposition 
that bad been a financial success. The cen- 
tenpvial exposition had ‘only repaid 3: per 
cent ofthe money advatieed. 
Mr. Brown inguired-whether the managers 
had not been appointed by the president. 
Mr. Jrnes said; yes. 
Mr. Brown asked whether the vouchers of 
expenses did not go to the United States treas- 
uy, and become subject to official serutiny? 
Mr. Jonas replied in the affirmative. 
Mr. Brown then asked how there could be 
afv corruption without immediate exposure? 
Mr. Jonas had no idea that there was any 
corruption aboutit. It was possible that some 
of the contracts may have been somewhat 
large, but there was no other respect in which, 
60 far as je (Jonas) could 
see, in which criticism could lie. 
Much difficulty arose from the present ad- 
mitted poverty of our people. Men who were 
well off two years ago did not now feel able to 
meet the expenses that, at that time, they 
could bave met without embarrassment. 
Mr. Bayard was willing to vote for $400,000, 
believing that the exposition was a great oue, 
ond that its results could not failto be beneii- 
cial. 
Mr. Williams asked whose exposition this 
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was? Was it the exposition of the people of 
New Orleans? or of Louisiana? No. It was 
an exposition of the world’s industry and 
commerce, the most magnificent exhibition 
ever seen by living mas. He ( Williams) 
Lelieved that the people of the whole country 
ought to cultivate the broad brotherhood as 
fellow-citizens of a great country. In the 
course of his remarks Mr. Williams said he 
had voted the bill to place General Grant on 
the retired list, because he believed Grant 
to be the. greatest soldier of 
the age; that he had filled a larger space in 
tfe public eye than any man of his time, and 
Mr. Williams felt that it would be great in- 
justice to Grant not to place him on the retired 
list. 

Mr. Hawley said the New Orleans exposi- 
tic hi seemed, iD some respects, open Lo eriti- 
cis, but after all he was astonished that its 


P managers had done so much with the money 


at their disposal, There certainly could have 
been no robbery in the management. He was 
perfectly willing to vote for the bill, though 
regretting its necessity. 

Mr. Harrison predicted that if this 
were given, congress would be called on next 
year to give hali a million

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THE HOUSE OFFENDED 


A Vigorous Attack Upon the Senate for Its 
Discourtesy. 

Wasurincton. March 2. the house, Mr. 
Kandali, from the commitiee on appropria- 
tions, reported back the naval appropriation 
bill with senate. amendments, recommending 
concurrence in some and non-concurrence in 
others of those amendments. The amend- 
ments wereconsidered in the house as in com- 
mittee ot the whole. The following is the 
action upon the more important of the amend- 
ments:. Appropriating $21,000 for the pur- 
chase of steel guns of small ‘calibre, non-con- 
currred in. Striking out the pre- 
scribing a test to be made of 1) inch cuns now 
in course of construction, non-conecurred in. 
increasing by $25,000, the appropriation for 
bureau equipments, non-concurred in, In- 
creasing by $50,000 the appropriation 
fer the buresu of yards and docks, 
non-concurred in. Limiting to 20 (instead of 
ov ) pel cent of the estimated cost of how ves- 
sel, the sum to be applied to the repairs of 
any wooden ship. This amendment give rise 
to a»briet debate, in which the relative merits 
of iron, steel and wood were touched upon, 
and the propriety of increasing or decreasing 
the limitation considered. It was held by 
those who opposed the senate amendment that 
until our Davy was supplied with iron or stee! 
shi), the wooden vessels should be kept on 
the sea. 

Mr. O’Neill, of Pennsylvania, in reply toa 
suggestion depreciating wooden vessels, called 
attention to the fact that the United States 
and Constellation, which ‘were built in the 
navy vards before 1812, had never been sur- 
passed, in speed, by sailing vessels.

A BREFZE IN THE HOUBE. 

Mr. Mills, of Texas, moved to suspenil the 
rules and adopt the resolution, “that the com- 
mittee appointed to arrange the inaugural cer- 
emonies, having declined to give to the repre- 
sentatives in congress their proper place, we 
will decline to take any part in said ceremo- 
nies at the capitol.” This resolution, said Mr. 
Mills, reflected the sentiment of large num- 
bers of the house. 

Mr. Hammond, of Georgia, demanded the 
second, and the motion was seconded, 138 
to oS, 

Mr. Hammond felt that the house was 
about to do, under passion,-a very unseemly 
thing. On the 4th ef March, the president of 
the l nited States was to be inaugurated. It 
was usualthat the house of representatives 
should be with the senate and other public 
officials to witness that great scene. The house 
was about in a personal, childish freak, to de- 
clineto be present, because somebody had’ 
offered itan insult. He denied that an insult 
bad been ofiered. The senate had hed no 
such intention, its committee had had no such 
intention. If the house believed that there 
bad been such an intention, there was a dig- 
nified way of arriving at the facts and a dig- 
nified way of maintaining the dignity of this 
body. The resolution, which declared that 
because the house had to sit behind other gen- 
tlemen in the senate, if it would not sit there 
at all, was puerile. He had had the pleasure 
of a like seat when Garfield was inaugurated, 
and the house had sat with him, 
and no -man had dreamed that he 
was insulted by his location. Whence came 
this sudden insult to-day? Why was it wrong 
that the members ofthe house should sit in 
the rear? True dignity consisted in takin 
the seats that were offered, and it was childis 
to quarrel about the location. The house of 
representatives, instead of maintaining its 
dignity, was losing its dignity. It was offering 
intentionally what seemed to bean insult to 
the senate, which had never intended te insult 
or te inflict upon it an affront of any sort. 
Mr. Young, of Tennessee, carnestiy protest- 
ed against the hasty and inconsiderate action. 
It might be true that the senate had not been 
quite as considerate in this matter as it. should 
have been. [It might Be that it had sliown some 
discourtesy to the house, but admitting that 
to be true, did that furnish any reason why 
the house should infliet an equal or greater 
discourtesy on the president of the United 
States? He did not believe that any dis- 
courtesy or indignity was intended on the 
part of the senate. It would present a most 
unseemly spectacle to the country for one 


branch of the government to absent itse!{ alto- 
gether from the inaugural ceremonies. 

Mr. Cox, of Nerth Carolina, thought that no 
distourtesy was intended on the part of the 
senate, and referred to the spectacle which 
would be presented to the world if one body of 
the national legislature should’ absent itself 
frum the inaugural ceremonies, to which the 
a ofthe whole country had been invited. 
14 His Opinion, the house was making a good 
deal of matter which did not justify it. 

Mr. Reagan, of Texas, supported the resolu- 
tion, and eaid the house should not submit to 
the senate taking control, and ignoring the 
representatives of the people. Preference had 
heen given to diplomats, judges, military offi- 
cers, and heads ot bureaus, ever the repre- 
seuiatives. The congress of the United States 
wes authorized to make arrangements for the 
inaugural ceremonies and assignment.

Wasutnetox, March 2.—[Special.}—It may 
be said to-night that the cabinet is com plete. 
It can be said positively that Judge Endicott 
has accepted the war portfolio, and that the 
naval portfolio has been formally tendered to 
Mr. Whitney, who will most probably accept, 
The list as completed stands:

Little doubt is now entertained that both 
Manning and Whitney will be in the cabinet. 
Both would have been determined upon earlier, 
itissaid, but for Cleveland’s reluctance to 
give two portfolios to New York. This action 
is not without precedent, so far as the cabinet 
is concerned. In Grant’s first term, George 8. 
Boutwell, of Massachusetts, was secretary of 
the treasury, * while E. Rockwood 
Hoar, of the same state, was 
attorney general. The difference’ in 
this case is that the president comes from the 
same state with the two most important offi- 
cersof hiscabinet-- Manning as secretary of the 
treasury,and Whitney secretary of the navy. 

Some change may be made even after Cleve- 
land reaches Washington. On the day of his 
inauguration Garfield, for some reason, wrote 
the name of Windom inplace of thatof Al- 
lison for secretary of treasury. 

That Washington is -to have an un- 
precedented crowd is already evidewt.

GEORGIA AND GECORGIA’S FARMERS. 


The southern states, as is well known, have 
made no serious attempt to advertise them- 
selyes. It is true, their newspapers have had 
a gocd deal to say in regard to the undevel- 
oped resources of this section, but such a 
thing as ¢ well-organized and deftly-managed 
scheme of advertising—such as has been 
pushed to elaborate lengths by the states of 

‘the northwest—the south has never had. 
Shortly after the war there was a sort of ‘con- 
fused attempt to attract foreign immigration, 
but itis generally conceded now that the 
effert was based on a misconception of the 
rea] needs of the state. Atany rate, it wasa 
failure. It failed, not because there was any 
lack of energy or enterprise on the part of 
those who were behind the movement, but 
because the movement itself was unnec- 
essary. 

So far as Georgia is concerned, it was a mis- 
take to suppose that a state which for so 
maby years had conformed to the highest 
Hon "A eo-Vilization could be thrown by the 
silver tor Of war into a condition even re- 

_willgly similar to that of the northwestern 
ftates and territories. ‘rue, the state needed 
immigration, but not the influx of mere farm 
laborers. The sgricultural field, so far as 
labor was concerned, was full and running 
over. There was an idea, prematurely devyel- 
oped, that free labor could not be profitably 
employed, but experience has shown us that 
free labor can be more profitably and more 
intelligently employed than siave labor. 
What the state needed ‘vost of all was an in- 
flax ui capital to wucvver our beds of coal 
and ovr mouniains of iron and marble. It 
needed labor, too, but not farm labor; it 
needed the labor of experts in the thousand

letter of the correspondent of the Times 
seers inadequate to those who thoroughly 
understand the situation, butit isa very 
friendly letter, for a)l that—painstaking and 
eccurate as far asit goes. It shows at least 
partially what tremendous strides the south 
bas been able to make since the war, and 
will give to thoughtful Englishmen anew 
idea of the difficulties that have been over- 
ccme end the results that have been wrought 
out. : 

The writer of the letterin the Times de- 
votes his attention tothe south in general, 
hut it would bave been better for his purpo- 
ses and his article would have been more il- 
luminating, soto speak, if he had devoted 
himself to the new growth and development 
of some typical southern state—Georgia, for 
example. The renewal of the forces that 
bring about prosperity—the revival of old 
enterprises and the development of new ones 
—the promptness with which the people fitted 
themselves to new and perplexing conditions 
—the cheerfulness with which they have 
faced the most serious problems that disas- 
aster can bring upon a country--are among 
the marvels of modern history, and the.re- 
sultis to be seen to-day im the marvelous in- 
dustrial -expansion which has taken place 
daring the past twenty years. When the 
story of that expansion is told, the world 
will understand and appreciate the tremend- 
ous energy and patience that has brought it 
about. Itisa work that has been wrought 
out in the midst of the most appalling diili- 
culties and perplexities. 

When the confederate armies surrendered 
and disbanded, the south was left in a condi- 
tion of chaos. ‘There was no law, no govern- 
ment, no order. Institutions that had been 
regarded as stable were unrooted by a sweep 
of the pen. The courts were demoralized, 
state covernments were non-existent—there 
was nothing but discrganization. To add to 
the horrors of the situation, the who.e peo- 
ple were plunged in poverty. The money 
and bonds they had been hoarding was worth- 
less, and their negroes were emancipated. It 
was under these circumstances that the farm- 
ers of the state begun their work of rehabil- 
itaiion. They were without money and 
without credit, and the labor on which 
they had been taught to depemd was 
scattered to the four winds—the freedmen 
running hither and yonder ina condition of 
anxiety and restlessness pitiable to behold. 
But the farmers went to work. They patch- 
ed up, eked out, suffered all sorts of priva- 
tions and made a crop. The energy and 
pride of the whites begun to display them- 
selves in new directions, and out of disorder, 
chaos and hopelessness the flower of peace 
and prosperity gradually unfolded itself. 

The farme:s had nothing deft but their 

lands. With starvation staring them in the 
face they man: zed to retain these, to till and 
improve then. They have rebuilt their 
homes and ed:.cated their children, but all 
this has been done in spite of a condition of 
affairs that has been less tayorable to the 
farmers than to any otherclass. The finan- 
cia] situation has been such that they have 
been unable te b rrow money at reasons’. 
rates. The state itself, by enartiny usury 
law, has legislated agains’ Cheap money, and 
foreign capital has ver cared to offer itself 
except at Ti?oously high rates of commis- 
20n, 
Aeanw hile, the farmer being unable to 
secure Joans eyen at comparatively high 
rates of interest, has been compelled to do 
worse; he has been compéelied to depend on 
the commission and provision merchants for 
his supplies, not only paying rates of interest 
ranging from 100 to 200 per centum per an- 
num, but has been compelled to pitch his 
crops and run his farm at the dictation of 
those who hold his notes. Un- 
der these circumstances—rather we 
should say, under thissystem of slavery—the 
fact that the farmers have been able to retain 
their lands and their homes and even im- 
prove them demonstrates not only the recu- 
perative energy of the agriculturists them- 
selves, but the real value of their lauds. 
Their property — with every contingency 
seeming to point to absolute ruin—has ad- 
vanced in value, and the farmers themselves 
are slowly working toward the point of in- 
dependence. 

Whbat they need now is money at reasona- 
ble rates of interest, so that they may be able 


to avoid the extortion and usury that lie con- | 


cealed behind the apparently simple transac- 
tion of buying their supplies on time. It is 
true, as we have said, that some foreign capi- 
tal has been loaned in the state on land mort- 
gages, but the ruinously high rates of com- 
mission charged offer no inducement to the 
farming class. The money he borrows ander 
such conditions hampers rather than helps 
him. Millions of dollars of foreign capital 
have been and are being placed in railroads 
and manufactures in Georgia, where only a 
very reasonable rate of interest is to be ex- 
pected, but for the farmer no help seems to 
come. The ayerage value of improved lands 
before the war was from $25 to $40 an acre. 
The present average value of improved lands 
is from $5 to $15, and at these prices no better 
security can be found in any partof the 
world for the money needed to develop them, 
and the fact that this isso entitles the farm- 
ers tosuch rates of interest as may be ob- 
tained by other securities that are not one 
whit more yaluable.

COTTON IN CALIFORNIA, 

California is ambitious to become a cotton 
growing state. Sheclaims that the climate 
in Tulare, Fresno, Kern and perhaps other 
southern countiesis all that the plant re- 
quires, and that the soil responds to all de- 
The cotton 
produced, it 1s claimed, is equal to New Or- 
leans middling uplands, and is egerly sought 
by the mills.on the Pacific slopes The pro- 
duct per acre is something wonderful if the 
published reports are trustworthy. On the 
Hegegin estate in Kern county 400 acres pro- 
duced last season 400 bales of cotton, and it 
is claimed the average yield is fully a bale an 
acre. The growers say that this gives them 
a net profit of $14an acre, or nearly double 
the amount the wheat growers realize. 

But there are drawbacks, and the great 
drawback in growing cotton in California is 
the labor question. White labor is too ex- 
pensive, and too scarce and inexpert if it was 
not high-priced. Chinese labor has been 
thoroughly tried, but a Chinaman carinot 
pick out over 75 pounds a day, and sd the 
cotton growers haye determined to procure 
colored laborers from the south, or abandon 
theexperiment. The situation in California 
goes to show that the south has afterall the 


nia growers have secured a sufficient gum- 
ber of negroes that will stick, they maly be 
able to make cotton in considerable qunti- 
ties and ata reasonable profit. The resiits 
on the Heggin estate were due in par? at 
least to the introduction of colored Idbor, 
and the demand for such laborers wiil in- 
create in that state if the growing of cotton 
is to be maintained and extended. 


THE KANSAS CITY SYSTEM. 

It is reported that the Kansas City, Fort 
Scott and Gulf railroad, and the Kansas 
City, Springfield and Memphis road are to 
be consolidated. They belong to one combi- 
nation of capital, the former being the parent 
road. When the latter road was built, fail- 
ure was freely predicted; but instead of that 
the Memphis extension has proyed one of 
the greatest successes in the railroad world. 
Its earnings per mile now exceed the earnings 
of the older road. In January, 1884, the 
gross earnings of the Memphis line were 
$6,227 a mile, a surprising outcome when the 
newness of the property is taken into con- 
sideration. The stock of these roads eyen in 
these times sell well up towards par, and is 
firmly held. 

The consolidated lines will not, however, 
be strong and independent until they havea 
short and direct line to the entire southeast. 
This can be obtained by filling the gap be- 
tween Holly Springs and Columbus, Missis- 
sipyi, a distance of about one hundred miles. 
The products of Kansas and the upper Mis- 
souri valley could then compete with the 
products of the central west, It is reasona- 
bly sure that the gap will be filled before 
another year is ended, thus giving Atlanta a 
wider field to buy in, and, if our manufac- 
turers are wide awake, a wider field in which 
to sell cotton goods, paper bags, and whatever 
else we can produce in competition with the 
more distanteast. Themen we buy of will 
naturally become our customers in turn if 
we deserve their trade.

The English Destroying the Wells in the Soudan 
Desert—~An Irish Demonstration ia Paocenix 
Park—The Pope in Italy-- Affaias 
in Germany ard = iItaly— Etc. 


Loxpox, March 2,—It is undoubted in some 
circles thet war with Russia hangs by a thread. 
Négotiations between Russia and England 
respecting the Russo-Afghan frontier are said 
to have reached a very delicate stage. M. 
Lessar, Russian commissioner, has urged such 
sweeping demands that England cannot ac- 
cept anything approaching them, and a com- 
plete collapse of the delimitation “project and 
an eerly advance of the Russian troops toward 


Herat are expected. 

Lord Granville, British secretary for foreign 
afiairs, to-day sent a long and very important 
dispatch by telegraph te Giers, Russian foreign 
minister, regarding the occupation by the Rus- 
siam troops of ome on the Afghan trontier, 
which are within the boundaries of Afghanis- 
tan, and which command the passes a 
to Herat and Cabul. The dispatch is couche 
in language that is very firm and vigorous, 
and it is almost equivalent to a_ formal 
ultimatum from Great sritain to 

tussia. It plainly intimates that 
Greet Britain is resolved to protect at ail 
hazards the’ strategic points in Alganistan 
which, in the lands of Russia, would menace 
British possessions in India. Russia is also 
warned that Great Britain will, under no ¢cir- 
cumstances, entertain Russian demands for 
the cession of any portion of the territory be- 
Jonging to her aliy, the ameer of A ganista n. 
A copy of this dispatch has been sent to L ra 
Dufferin, viceroy of India, and he has been in- 
structed to reassure the ameer of Afghanistan 
of the continued friendliness of Great 
Britain, and of his determination to resist any 
encroachments upon the territorial rights. Sir 
Peter Lumsden, British member of the Aighan 
frontier commissien, recently oflered his res- 
ignation in disgust at the delay of the lussian 
government in sending Gene ral Zaleroy, Rus- 
sien member of the commission, to co-operate 
with him inthe work of delimitation,for whic 
the commission was organized. He was, how- 
ever,persuaded to withdraw his resignation on 
being assured that he would be supported by 
the government in opposing hussian aggres- 
gions and in extending Britigh influence among 
the Afghans. 

The News From the Soudan. 

Lonpon, March 2.—The remainder oi Gen- 
eral Buller’s force will leave Gakdul gradually, 
spoiling the wells when they retire. Troops 
are suflering from the severe strain of trudging 
through the desert without camels. 

Messengers havearrived from Omdurman, 
who report that the followers of the mahdi 
were much disappointed at the small amount 
of plunder which they found in Khartoum. 
The privations ofthe rebels have been increas- 
ed by the addition to their number of the 
garrison at Khartoum, whom they are now 
oe = slg g. Therebels do not appear at all 
willing to encounter the English troops, and 
the mahdi is in constant fear of treachery on 
the part of his chiefs, among whom great dis- 
sension exists. It isreported that the British 
troops willremain in the vicinity of Korti 
during thesummer, and be lodged in straw 
huts. The greatest fears are entertained con- 
eerniug the effects of the toer- 
rid ey and the most conser- 
vative think that the mortality among 
the troops will be large, although parhaps not 
a8 greatas it would be during a continued re- 
treat under the desert sun.

DRINK IN THE DESERT. 


How English Soldiers in the Soudan are 
be Farnished Water, ‘ 

New Yorx, March 2.—Dispatches from Lon- 
don announce the determination of the Eng- 
lish government to run a pipe line across the 
desert from Suakim to Berber for the ur pose 
of furnishing water to locomotives and Wesns, 
The experience of American engineers in 
are cil hundreds of miles, 
lrom the Jennsylyania oil-fielde to the 
seaboard proves that the work 
can be done with ease. The firm of Henry R. 
Worthington ot New York, the largest build- 
ers ol pumping engines in the world, and the 
buildersef the engines used in pumping oil 
aloug the pipe lines have received the con- 
tract forthe pumps, and sent the first pump 
off last Beturday by the Adriatic. The second 
will go by the Germania. 

\) 9 THE PLAN OF OPERATIONS. 

One of the firm of Henry R. Worthington 
said this morning: ‘'The work offers no extra- 
ordinary difficulties to us, owing tothe long 
experience we have had imsending oil over 
much longer distances and under conditions 
ten times more complicated. The journey 
for troops from Cairo to Berbet by way of 
the Nile is about 1,200 miles, and pre- 
sents more difficulties than were supposed 
when it was undertaken by Lord Wolseley. 
From Suakim to Berber in a direct line across 
the desert the distance is not more than 260 
miles, but the absence of water makes the 
journey an impossibility for large bodies of 
troops. Even a railroad would be difficult to 
maintain, owing to the need of large quanti- 
ties of water for the engmes and tor the guards 
along the road. Water must be had at any 
cost if the attack is to be made trom 
Fuakim. The plan now adopted is to run 
two four-inch pipes over the whole dis- 
tance. Lvery thirty miles rso will be a tank 
and two ofour engines with a capacity for 
forcing water along at a pressure of 2,000 
pounds to the square inch. Two pumps are 
used in case of accident to one. In forcing oil 
grom the oi] fields to the seaboard we have to 
cross Mountains, and the work is tremendous 
. mpared to running water alonga level sur- 


THRE PUMP AND = PIPES. 

“The pumping engines to be used are 
about fifteen feet leng, and require from one 
hundred and fifty to two hundred horse power 
of steam. Our contract calls for nothing but 
ibe steam punops, with the boilers, pipes, etc. 
We have nothing to do. Our pumps will 
deliver water at the end of the route at the 
rate of one huncred and fifty gallons a min- 
ute. The pipes to be laid may be furnished by 
English firms, but thereis a possibility that 
American works may also be called upon, 
owing to our facilities for making pipe of the 
character required to stand the enormous 
pressure. We also have works and tools for 
making the peculiar points and fixtures which 
experience has shown to be the best. Ameri- 
can works, by working together, could furnish 
twenty miles a day of the pipe required. It 
will be laid in a zig-zag line to allow for ex- 
pansion and contraction under the sun, and 
will be buried under the sand. ‘With a suffi- 
cient force of men it ought to be possible to lay 
the pipe as fast as itcan be furnished. The 
lengths are joined by a screw-sleeve coupling. 
The English government is now in consulta- 
tion with an American  reésidin there 
who is thoroughly conversant with the meth- 
ods of laying and working oil-pipe lines, and 
this gentieman will be called to advise the 
English engincersin making their prepara- 
tions and doing the work. Troops will be 
needed to guard the engine houses of every 
station, of course. Ifthe Arabs tamper with 
the pipes, it will be known almost instantly 
at the nearest pumping station owing to les- 
sened pressure in case the pipes are broken or 
to an incresse of pressure should one of the 
valves placed at intervals along the line be 
maliciously closed.”

New York, March 2.—There is romance, 
reality and realty connected with a sale of ho- 
tel property, which was offered on the ex- 
change at uoon to day, te partition to the va- 
rious heirs of the late Owen O’Connor their 
sheres in his estate,estimated at nearly $1,000,- 
000. The property referred to consists mainly 
of the Graz View hotel, Fifty-ninth 
street and Kighth avenue, five 
city lots on ritty-ninth street 
and Fifth avenue, the Chatham Square hotel, 
the Astor Place hotel, the Grant house, in the 
New Bowery, and lodging and sailors’ board- 
ing houses fariher down town. Nearly fifteen 
years ego, while sitting in one of the hotels 
sold to-day, Mr. ©’Connor spoke to the writer 
of his eflorts to found a new home on this 
hemisphere, where he could accumulate prop- 
erty if a way which he could not do it in 
lreland. One day, when he had acquired 
money enough to reach America, he kissed 
his children good-by and sailed for Halifax. 
Arriving there about .1830, he had a 
small fortune of $37.10. He wanted to reach 
the United States, which to him was far away. 
While walking along , Holly jstreet, hesitat- 
ing whither to go or where to turn, the thought 
occurred to him that providence would opena 
way for him to reach the United States. Then 
he went down tothe water front. With the 
sum named, his first speculation was to pur- 
chase a cargo of scrap iron, and with money 
advanced by a skipper he went to Boston as 
supercargo. There the iron was sold at a big 
profit. A year or two later he arrived in this 
city, speculated and labored at various call- 
ings and lived frugally, and 
some say miserly. After accumulating 
some money he made ventures in real estate, 
investing first in tenement house property, 
nearly all of which he ee ae | sold and 
with the proceeds purchased hotel property 
to be improved.

The full mem- 
bership,except Mr. Mahoney, of the sixth 
ward, was present. 

The absorbing feature of the session. was the 
election of two police commissioners to fill the 
vacancies caused by the retirement of Messrs. 
Hancock and Goldsmith, whose terms expire 
this month. The election was the last piece 
of work, and around it revolved the interest of 
the meeting. Eight candidates wére present- 
ed for the votes of the councilmen. On the 
first ballot each candidate, except one, receiv- 
ed a vote.

This is the third of a series of German philo- 
sophical classics for English readers and students, 
edited by George 8S. Morris, Ph. D., of the Johns 
Hopkins funiversity, Baltimore, Md. The design 
ot the series, as is learned from the prospectus is- 
sued some years ago, and reproduced 
in each the {prefaces to the 
first and third numbers, is to 
furnish aclearand attractiye statement of the 
special substance and purport of the arguments of 
some of the masterpieces belonging to the history 
of German philosophy, etc. 

To aby one who has tried to look into this phil- 
osophy, this will appear as by no means a smaii 
undertaking. We greatly envy the robust health

]g0 a8 sO Many antidotes to our age’s materialism. 
For a considerable time this philosophy has had 
the field almost exclusively to itself. brighter 
day, however, we trust is dawning; and we accept 
these and other similar publications as auspicious 
“signs of the times.’”’ We are strong believers 
in fallopathy-in philosophy as well as in medicine. 
The most powerful contraria against Buch- 

nor and Maudsley are Kant and Hegel, 

The next in importance to these is Fichte, whose 
peyeeree is the subject of of this book. It might 
ndeed be a question whether Schelling’s system 
were not superior to his, at least in completeness. 
But Fichte’s was the more importantin that in 
the trensition or ascent from Kant to Hegel, in 
whom we believe German philosophy reached its 
climax, Fichte stood the nearer to Kant, and was 
the fif&t to point out the defects of his system. 

Sustaining this relation to Kant’s philosophy it 
is clear that Fichte’s cannot be understood with- 
out understanding that of the recluse of Konigs- 
berg. And so our author gives us a bird’s eye 
view of thesalient points in the Critique of Pure 
Reason, thus recapitulating,as he was necessitated 

o do, much that f. Morris gave us in the first 
number of thisseries. This, by the way, is one 
of the chief discouragements in the study oi 
philosophy, that the most recent author and sys- 
tem cannot be understood without a _ correct 
and full knowledge of at least 
the distinguished features of all 
that have preceded them. There is an unbroken 
chain, and its length is all butinterminable. One 
cannot understand Hegel without understanding 
Fichte and Schelling; or these without under- 
standing Kant; or Kant without understanding 
Hume. Hence the importance to beginnersin the 
study of such works as these in chronologic order, 
while such a work as Schwegler’s History of Philos- 
opby by Stirling, will be of great assistance. 

The general relation that Fichte sustained to 
Kantis described by our author through the use 
of similie furnished by Kant himself. 
He had spoken of ‘“‘The Land of Truth’’ as an is- 
land in a stormy and misty sea, which as our au- 
thor thinks, he had not only discovered, but upon 
which ‘‘he had established a kingdom.’ “Fichte 
was among the first to yield enthusiastic allegi- 
ance to the newruler.’’ He soon found, however, 
that even if he would maintain the authority} his 
master, he must “introduce order into the whole 
empire.’’ Thesystem of governmedt he found 
imcom plete and effective. Not onl 
had Kant been misunders 
but he had left unsoly 
problems that demanded solution. These 
problems were—the true deduction of the Cate- 
gories; the ‘thing in itself;’’ the relation of God 
and immortality to the moral lawand unity in 
general, The next twenty-two pages is occupied 
with quitea full statement of these problems*in 
themseves,in which Dr. Everett speaks some 
sound words on behalf of ‘speculative philos- 
ophy,’’ while not denying that it has its diffienl- 
ties. The remainder of the book, comprising up- 
wards of two hundred pages. contains the expo- 
tion of Fitchte’s own method and of his solution 
of these problems. 

We cannot ask space here to attemptan analysis 
of this method, or of this solution. 
read thesé pages, however, without being con- 
vinced that Fichte was much more than a mere 
commentator of Kant—that not only did he sup- 
ply many of Kant's defects, and, if we have cor. 
rectly understood Kant, correct many of his errors, 
but he moved along some wholly original lineés- 
There is a Fichtean philosophy, as well as a 
Kantian. 

We confess that we have not been altogether

satisfied with our author’s change of the terms*® 


that have long been in use to designate the sub- 
ject and object in relation to consciousness, In- 
stead of Ego and non-Ego he uses I and not Me. 
The reasons which Sir Wm. Hamilton urged 
ageinst the use of at least the firstof these terms 
are still, we think, sufficiently strong to keep it 
out.
